Speeches by General Collins and

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wow THE DAY WAS SPENT 


The Greatest Crowd Which the Exposition 
Has Had—Scenes and Incidents. 


Tt was by long odds the greatest day of the 


exposition. 
And it was one of the greatest days Atlanta 


bas ever seen. 

Fifty thousand people greeted Governor 
fiill and party at the exposition yesterday. 

Many said it was evena larger crowd than 
greeted Mr. Cleveland two years ago. 

And every one who could get within hearing 
distance listoned to and applauded to the echo 
his splendid speech, and those of the others 
who followed. 

At ll o’clock yesterday morning Governor 
Hill and his party left the Kimball house in 
carriages, escorted by prominent Georgians. 
In the carriage with Governor Hill was Presi-

dent Wylie, Senator Colquitt and Mr. Grady. 
The carriage was beautifully decorated with 
flowers, and was drawn by six iron greys. 

Foliowing wero a dozen other carriages, 
bearing the New York party, exposition direc- 
tors and other prominent Atlantians. 

The procession was accompanied by the gov- 
®rnor’s staff, mounted and infull uniform, 
which acted as an escort. 

Upon arriving at the grounds the party drove 
tomachinery hall, where they left the car- 
fiages and commenced a tour through the 
buildings. They looked at everything in ma- 
ehinery hall, including the various agricultu- 
tal displays, and then entered the main build - 
ing, passing slowly up one aisle and down the 
other. 

At the Stultz-Lisherger tobacco display they 
stopped for some minutes to hearthe negro 
tobacco makers sing. Governor Hill was es- 
pecially interested in this as it was the first 
time -. he had ever heard the old 
plantation songs from the genuing 
and an unadulterated old time southern negro. 

Passing out of the building the party again 
took their carriages and drove to the Pied- 
mont Club house, where a lunch was served. 

Just before 2 o’clock the party preceded by 
the barracks band and the Governor’s Horse 
Guard drove up to the speaker’s stand amidst 
great applause from the 50,000 people who 
were packed in the grand stand and grounds. 

On the stand besides Governor Hill and 
party, and the directors of the exposition, were 
Governor Gordon aud his staff, Mayor Glenn, 
Hon. Patrick Walsh and Hon. Ker Boyce, of 
Augusta, Congressman Clements, Hon Thomas 
Hardeman, Colonel John J. Seay, of Rome, 
Judge Newman, Dr. Hawthorne and many 
Other prominent Georgians. 

Exactly at 2 o’clock Senator Colquitt arose 
to introduce Governor Hill. He was greeted 
With applause. Senator Colquitt said: 

My Fellow- Citizens : I trust there is notanyone in 
shis vast assembly who thinks I resort to common 
Place compliment when Isay thatI esteem ita 
great pleasure to introduce to the people of my own 
Vicinity the distinguished citizen and the honored 
chief magistrate of the state of New York.

We rejoice 
today that we may have his support as sponsor of 
what we are attempting to doin Georgia and the 
South in the way of sustaining and advancing the 
Gignity, the strength and wealth of our common 
Country. We know that from him we will have a 
fair, impartial and generous construction 
Of our motives and of our conduct. That is all we 
ver asked of any human being on this 
earth.

It is this sen- 
timent which enhances the privilege lenjoy to day 
in introducing to this vast body of southern 
men and women a patriot,a fellow citizen, and I 
must »ay friend, in the person of Governor Hill, of 
New York—the champion of principles and poli- 
cles, wide enough and firm enough to uphold the 
eutire of this country, north, east, westand south. 
Let me bespeak for him your earnest attention. 
I am sure there bas already gone out to 
him, in the hearty hand shaking 
andin the eclat which he has received in our par- 
jors and our streets, the assurance that no man in 
this country is more welcome to come within our 
midst than the distinguished governor, whom I 
have now the honor to introduce to you, 

When Senator Colquitt had finished his ad - 
dress of introduction, Governor Hill, of New 
York, stepped forward and spoke as follows: 

GOVERNOR HILL’S ADDRESS. 


Governor Hill said: 

I would be false to my feelings and ungrateful to 
my entertainers if I did not atthe beginning of my 
remarks seize this opportunity of thanking these 
Gistivguished men for the cordial invitation which 
briugs me here, and you, citizens of Atlanta, for the 
unexpected warmth of this reception. I bave heard 
from boyhoodJ—who has not?—of the gracious bospi- 
tality of the people of the south, but never did I ex- 
pect to be the recipient of it in such bountiful meas- 
ure, 

In behalf of the great state of which Iam proud 
to be the representative, and for which this kind 
expression of esieem and hospitality is extended, I 
wish to thank you most cordially. The empire 
Siate of the north sends a warm greeting to the cm- 
pire state of the south. Sheis proud of your pro- 
gress, as she is of her own. Piling up wealth 
through a century of wonderful prosperity, her 
rich men have searched fur other fields of invest- 
ment, and, with that keen foresight for which most 
of them are noted, they have found the looked- for 
opportunities in the vast resources of your state, in 
the rich mines of Alabama, in the manufacturing 
facilitics of the Carolinas, in the orange groves and 
hotels of Florida, aud throughout all the broad area 
called “the south.”” The entire north is now a part- 
ner in your prosperity and her interests are closely 
interwoven witb yours, 

The north has not forgotten the message which 
your eloquent Grady brought to the sons of New 
England two years ago. He touched, as no orator 
in the generation since the war has touched, 
a chord of sympathy and charity whose 
sound vibrated from Maine to California, 
and the echoes of whose silvery tones have not yet 
dled away. Hetold us merely what we knew, but 
what we never before fully appreciated. He told 
us that the war was over-and this we knew, but 
never felt so vividly as when we heard his eloquent 
assurance of the south’s reconciliation to her new 
conditions, Jealousy and sectionalism were fast 
dying out, but in our cold nortbern hearts there 
was, perhaps, a lack of sympatby—a want of appre- 
ciation of the obstacles with which you of the south 
had tocontend, Thissympathy your gifted messen- 
ger aroused. In his pathetic picture of the gray- 
coated soldier, wandering homeward from Appo- 
mattox in 1865, half starved, ragged, wounded, 
finding home gone, friends killed, families divided, 
property destroyed, old institutions shattered, see- 
ing not one ray of hope for the future, broken in 
spirit and in heaith, and yet bravely meeting these 
grim realities as he had met the federal bullets and 
bayonets and setting himself to work to build a new 
structure of society under strange conditions, to 
stimulate industry, to restore lost fortunes— 
in this eloquent realism Mr. Grady atirred 
the northern heart as it had not been 
stirred before, and he _ rendered a service 
worthy of the most devoted patriot. 

Iam glad that you have given me this opportu- 
nity to see the south under its new conditions; to 
see for myself what you have accomplished in this 
struggle of twenty-five years; to feel the spirit of 
progiess which has been breathed intothis new land 
of liberty; and to carry back,perhaps, a broaderidea 
of our common interesis. Iam giad thatin this ex 
position, wherein are collected the best products of 
the industries of six vigcrous States, 1 am able in 
the brief time that lam to be with you, to geta 
comprehensive idea of what the whole south is 
doing. You know bettertbanI can tell you the 
value of such expositions in stimulating industrial 
and agricultural effort. In your great cotton ex- 
position of 1881 the vast progress which has been 
madein the growing and manufacture of cotton 
was iilustrated on a scale which the world had not 
beheld before and has not beheld since. The good 
effect of that display was seen all through the land. 
It stimulated invention and led to improved me- 
chanical processes. It diffused new ideas; it at- 
tracted attention to the south’s efforta,and it en- 
couraged the people. The New Orleans exposition 
of 1885 marked another epoch in the regenerative 
process of the south, andthe thousands of people 
from the north who visited it came away with a 
keen realization that the territory of industrial 
prosperity is as wide as the continent. While these 
expositions which you have inaugurated here, and 
of which this is the second, are notso pretentious 
in Bcope, and will not attract 80 
much attention outside the states which 
are represented in tke exhibits, they 
cannot fail to be of enormous benefit to you and to 
your neighbors. These vast buildings, with their 
superb collection of things interesting—novel ap- 
pliances in mechanics, rich products from mine 
and forest—all embodying suggestions which the 


r multitude of sight-seers carry away to put into 


practice,—all thisisa magnificent educational op- 
portunity. In seme of our modern schoois in the 
north, teachers are devoting much thought now 
to the process of teaching Ly object lessons. But 
what a series of object lessons is contained under 
these great roofs and fn this vast enclosure! By 
this means you reach the very classes of people 
which you need most toreach. You reach the ig- 
norant, the illiterate who see here the history of 
progress which they cannot read, the dull- minded, 
she bigoted—all ot whom must have their instincts 
quickened and their aspirations aroused by this 
varied exhibition of thought applied to matter and 
the forces of nature. 

Surrounded as we are today with useful and 
wonderful inventions gathered from every part of 
the south and exhibited in such generous profu- 
sion, I am ied to speak a word 
in reference -to the inventive genius 
of the American people. Everywhere we turn we 
-are confronted with the evidences of the achieve- 
mentsof our scientific men and skilled citizens. 
Inour happy homes, at our cheerful firesides, in 
our busy streets, in our grand public buildings, 
through our maguificent parks, in our élegant cars 
and steamboats,and upon our unsurpassed lakes 
and rivers, and mountains and valleys, and even 
under the earth and in the sky above us, we cannot 
escape, if we would, the contemplation of their 
miraculous inventions. Water, iron, steel, paper, 
brass and wood areall brought into requisition to 
contribute to the marvelous productions of me- 
chanical genius, 

The glare of the electric light illuminates the 
whole country and startles us with the multiplicity 
of its uses—lighting our streets, brightening our 
homes, driving darkness from the forest, and the 
plain and thesea, ‘That great electrician, Edison, 
at his laboratory at Menlo park has actually sent 
electric stars up into the very heavens so that they 
can be seen for halfa hundred miles, and which 
apparently outshine in biilliancy the handiwork of 
nature herself. Science seems to have 
made electricity its obedient slave, and 
no task apparently is too difficult for it to perform’ 
It is not only lighting the world, but is speaking 
for us through the telephone, the! audiphone, the 
telegraph, the electric bell and the fire alarm. It 
is rapidly becoming the motive power for much of 
our machinery; itis annihilating space, it is pro- 
pelling street cars iu our cities; it heals the sick, 
and its capacity for further development and use- 
tulnes seems almost unlimited 

The great bridge which spans the East River be- 
tween New York and Brooklyn is the engineering 
triumph of theage. It shows what wonders iron 
and steel can accomplish, or rather, what science 
can do with such agents as iron and steel. 

The great acqueducts which tunnel our rivers and 
lakes; the securing of natural gas from the bowels 
of the earth and adapting aad distributing it for 
purposes of light and fuel hundreds of miles away 
from its source; the mammoth lightning printing 
presses; the process of instantaneous photography; 
the system of phonogfaphy, whereby the 
very words which I am uttering can be correctly 
transferred to paper as quickly as I utter 


| them; the sewing machine; the type-writing ma- 


chine; the steam plow; the mowing, reaping and 
binding machines; the intricate machines for the 
manufacture of cotton and sugar, are a few among 
the thousand new inventions and achievements of 
the age.s 

The climax of human ingenuity and effort bas 
evidently not yet been reached, but much advance- 
ment has been made fowards it when the principal 
portion of a modern car- wheel is made from paper. 

No person can safely predict what improvements 
may be made in the next quarter of a century. 
Every day seems to bring forth something new and 
startling, and all the yaried instrumentalities which 
shape, control or effect our lives and happiness are. 
undergoinga transformation. All the facitities and 
conveuiences for travel by land and by water, the 
methoés of ventilation, the systems of sewerage, the 
plans for heating, the style of decorations, the de- 
signs of architecture, the instruments of agricul- 
ture, the appliances of science, and the arts of war, 
are all partaking of the spirit of change and im- 
provement which is characterizing the nineteenth 
century, and rendering it truly the age uf genuine 
progress, 
~W batever contributes to swell the sum of human 
happiness and tends to a higher and better civiiiza- 
tion, deserves the encouragement of a grateful peo- 
pie. America owes much to her artisans, inventors 
and men of genius The enactment of just and lib- 
eral laws for the protection of their rights and in- 
terests, is the least tribute which she can pay to the 
great work which they have performed in her be- 
half, 

It is my good fortune to become acquainted with 
the new south in a state which, though one of the 
oldest of the old south, is one of the most progres: 
sive of the new—ina region which received the 
severest blightof the war but which shows pow 
the greatest degree of revivification—in a city 
which represents best the recovered energy, the 
proud spirit, the wealth, the intelligence, the hon- 
or, the vigor of this rejuvenatcd land. 

When I reflect upon the scenes which took place 
in this vicinity only twenty-five years ago—how a 
stubborn and loyal army, battling for a cause which 
it believed to be just, for homes, for familes, for 
country, for life, was driven southward step by 
step by a force superior in numbers 
and resources; how, day after day, the 
sound of cannon end musketry reverberated through 
these valleys and the flames of burning homes lit up 
the horizon; howin daily conficts between the op- 
posing armies the red hills of Georgia were turned 
to crimson with the blood of thousands of brave sol- 
diers; how vigorously the federal forces, spurred on 
by the one desire of preserving the unionof your 
Tatbersand theirs, fought their way through snot 
and shell, destroying homes as taey went and de- 
vastating fields; how finally those brave 
men in gray, driven from every 
stronghold, fell back within the  for- 
tifications of this fair city: and how at last 
Atlanta fell; when I reflect upon the desolation 
which followed Sherman's famous march to the 
sea, and think of the discouragement, the poverty, 
the distress, the broken hearts and the broken 
spirits which he left behind, and then look about 
mé upon these scenes of prosperity, this rebuilded 
city, these flourishing industries and this hopeful 
people, I marvel at the transformatian. The world 
has known nothing like it. In the long list of wars 
ou the pages of history none tells the story of such 
wonderful recuperation. No victory. of 
battle was ever 80 great as this 
victory of peace. As a northerner old 
enough, to have observed the tendency of the ante- 
bellum south, I am amazed; as an American citizen, 
proud of my country’s institutions and form of goy- 
ernment, Iam rejoiced. This is indeed the “sunny 
south’—sunny on its hilltops, sunnyin its vales, 
sunny in its people—in their awakened energy, in 
their new ambition, in their marvelous buoyancy, 
in their broad charity, in their hospitality, and in 
their reconciliation. The great dark cloud which 
hung over the south for so many years has gone, 
thank God, and the bright sun of heaven looxs 
down upon a nobler civilization, inspiring new life, 
new courage and new aspirations. 

When Sherman’s persistent army marched into 
the old Atlanta, he sent this message to the north, 
stirring every heart which read it with the glad 


feeling of patriotism and giving assurance that the. 


terrible war was nearing itsend: ‘‘Atianta is ours, 
aud fairly won.’’ What better word can you send 
to your countrymen in the north, citizens of Geor- 
gia, in this twenty-fifth vear of your new city, than 
this same message of encouragement whico Sher- 
man wrote: ‘Atlanta is ours,and fairly won!’’—won 
by your indomitable perseverance, and by 
the exhibition of qualities which have challenged 


} the admiration of the world! 


The south’s prosperity is an alluring theme. I 
read the other day in Mr, Watteraon’s paper—which 
certainly is good authority—that in the last ten 
years the assessed valuation of real and persona! 
property in twelve southern states—Alabama, 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, South Carolina, Ten- 
nesseé, Texas and Virginia—had increased nearly 
sixty-three per cent. The actual valuation bas, of 
couree, increased proportionately. 

I could give you figures equally startling about 
the growth of industries which make -up this in- 
creased wealth. I could tell youastory ofthe de- 
velopment of cotton manufacturing which is as 
interesting as any romance, -But these things I 
know by readiug and hearsay. You know them by 
avutual observation and by careful stuly, and I 
shall not weary you by repeating dry fizures which 
by this time you must know by rote. Pesides, I left 
my encyclopoedias at home. 

In the rapid development of the south, andinthe 
conditions of society which now prevail here, there 
are suggestions for serious thought. Iam not one 
of those pessimists whu, while recognizing and ad- 
mitting the glorious prosperity of your indusiries 
since the war, profess to see in some of your institu- 
tions and conditions cause for grave apprehension 
for the future. Such apprehensions are due, per- 
haps, to the agitation of selfish politicians, to that 
ignorance which does not understand the southern 
nature, to the surviving remnant of old-time jeal- 
ousy aud suspicion, or to that characteristic pessim 
ism, which at times warps the vision of some of our 
best-intentioned citizens. When I see what the 
south has accomplished under circumstances so ad- 
verse, and realize that even now, strong as she is in 
limb and body, sheis but a child stiliin the stages 
of development toward the highest civilization. Iam 
optimist enough to feel confident that she will meet 
present conditions as she has met past conditions, 
that she will surmount obstacles before her now 
and in the future as she bas surmounted them in 
the past, and that she will not restin her progress 
upward and onward until she has attained the full 
stature of statehood. But, while expressing 
this confidence, I would not have you understand 
me as depreciating present dangers or as belittling 
the obstacles which now confront you. Ido not 
peed to tell you what they are, but I can warn you 
lest in your flush of success and prosperity you do 
not forget them. Someofthem are less formida- 
ble, doubtless, than we of the north imagine; some 
of them are local to your conditions and have not 
been con tended with elsewhere; and some of them 
you must join hands withus in overcoming—for 
they threaten us as well as you. 

Great problems will have to be grappled with, 
andthe north is watching to see how you will 
solve them—watching, perhaps, with a little too 
much of the Pharisee’s conceit, impatient at times 
because they are not solyed more readily, but 
watching nevertheless, with patriotic anxiety and 
fraternal interest, realizing that upon your solution 
of them depends the prosperity of our united coun- 
try and to a large extent the success of our free in- 
stitutions. 

One of these problems, and the one probably 
which has most interested the south, is 
the education of the masses, The worst foe 
to our democratic form :ot government .— is 
ignorance. In meeting and disarming it 
you have mo easy ° 

It is a startling fact. indeed, which was revealed 
by the census of 1890, that insome of your states 
more than half the population could not read or 
write. The census of 1890 will make a better show- 
ing, lameure, The awakencd interest in educa- 
tional matters, noticeable in many ways, is certain- 
ly a good auguty. We have not forgotten in the 
north that upon you was p'aced, when the war 


ended, the responsibility of instructing four million | 


freedmen in the duties of citizenship; but we do 
sometimes overlook the fact that in your land the 


your towns, and we trust that with the greater ag- 


| gregation of wealth may come the wider diffusion 
of learning. 


Your own city, foremost in 
all that pertains to the south’s wel- 
fare, has made most commendable strides 
in this direction, and no small part of her glory is 


refiected from these beautiful halis of study, where 


Georgia’s youth are educated. 

In the field of industrial enterpr'se you have 
great opportunities. Your resources are inexhaust- 
ible; see that they are not monopolized. You bave 
a century of industrial progress ,in the north to 
study and profit by; avoid our mistakes. Discour- 
age such legislation as tends to evrich classes at the 
expense of the masses. Diversify your industries 
so that your invested capital may be more 
permanently remunerative and production may 
not be overdone by the pursuit of narrow lines of 
enterprise. It is within your power to do much to- 
wards securing more equitable relations between 
employers andemployes. Thus far you have been 
particularly fortunate in avoiding disastrous labor 
agitations. Your workingmen have been reason- 
ably content, Bunt this has been largely due to the 
quality of your labor and the nature of your indus- 
tries. When there shall be collected in your 
manufacturing cities large bodies of workingmen, 
when rivalry for employment and good wages shall 
become keener, you will have to meet serious ques- 
tions, and if you would take warning from the 
north's experience, you will’ prepare to meet them 
now. Youremployers must realize what ours have 
been siow to realize, that one man’s rights are 
the rights of arother, and that that policy is 
best in business enterprise, as elsewhere, which is 
founded upon that fundamental principle of human 
conduct—to do tu others as you would havo them 
do unto you. Let the benefits of your 
prosperity be enjoyed, not by the few who 
could use them for their own. selfish ends, 
but encourage that broad human charity which 
looks to the greatest good of the greatest number, 
remem bering that that state of society is highest in 
which intelligence and wealth are most equally 
distributed. You have within your borders vast 
numbers of an unfortunate and long oppressed 
race—left suddenly by the result of war to their 
own resources, untutored, superstitious apd help- 
less, but patient, docile and ambitious; it is your 
interest, as it is your duly, tolift them out of the 
estate in which fate has placed them, and help them 
to assume the responsibilities of citizenship. You 
have an enormous labor class—black and white— 
the mass of them not yet sufficientiy stirrea by the 
spirit of progress to be conscious of their own inter- 
ests and their owu power; they will not always re- 
main so. Youcan doa great deal to avert a clash-~ 
ing of interests by wise legislation, by proper regard 
for sanitary laws in your cities, by the establishment 
of institutions to encourage savings, by the erec- 
tion of comfortable homes, by cconomy in public 
eXpenditure and in private life. The experience of 
the last twenty years has proved to you the advan- 
tages of free labor. Most of you well re- 
member the predictions of your statesmen before 
the war, that without slave labor the south could 
not profitably produce cotton; yet with free labor 
you bave raised more cotton in the last ten years 
than you raised in the twenty years before Sumter 
was fired on, notwithstanding that only a part of 
your population has been engaged in this industry, 
and that in the meantime your manufacturing cen- 
ters have become formidable rivais of the north. 

I believe that the south isto play agreat part in 
working out the destiny of our re-united nation. In 
her courage, iu her hopefulness,in her integrity, 
im her loyalty, in her enthusiasm: in the public 
spirit of her statesmen, in their faithful adherence 
to political conviction andin their deep rense of 
duty to public trusts, I behold qualities which will 
preserye intact the theory of our governmental 
system, strengthen our institutions, and redound 
to the glory and prosperity of our country. 

lt is sometimes said in the north that the south is 
solid. So it is—solid for good government, solid for 
the welfare of its people, solid for integrity in pri- 
vate and official life, solid in its opposition to a 
paternal administration of public affairs, solid 
against bongressional extravagance, solid in its re- 
nunciation of the errois of the past, solid for 


\,American ideas, golid in its devotion to the new na- 


tion, solid in its aspirations for a higher. civiliza- 
tion, and solid forall that would make us a pros- 
perous and poweriul republic. Of such solidity Iam 
not afraid, I see no dangers in such unity as springs 
from the noblest motives, anc subserves the most 
exalted patriotism. 

MR. GRADY’S REMARKS. 


The applause following Governor Hill’s ad- 
dress had hardly died away when there were 
loud and repeated cails for Mr. Grady, who 
spoke triefly as follows:- 

Sly Fellow-Citizens: I thank you for this compli- 
ment, I thank you heartily; but I caunotin justice 
to the programme that we have arranged detain you 
with a speech. 

We have fixed for this afternoon asbam battle 

that will entertain you; asham battle on these 
grounds every foot of which is sacred with the bloud 
ofa confederate or federal soldier; sacred to you, 
my friends from the north, by memory of the 
your soldiers who died in the hour of victory, and 
doubly sacréd to us by the memory of those who 
died for us, freely giving their lives and fearless 
and dauntless in the hour of defeat.

GENERAL PATRICK A. COLLINS, 

General Collins said: 

My fellow citizens: The programme indicated 
by the eloquent son of Georgia, who has done me 
the honor of introducing me to you, has been, so 
farasIlamconcerned, kepta profouud secret from 
me. In fact I had noidea ofappearing before you 
here today. But it is an inspiration of itself to

@ Massachusetts yankee, born in Cork or any other 
place, proud to share with you the title of citizen of 
a republic which includes such a splendid domain 
im its territory. [Cheers.j] Yes,I am proud of it— 
proud of our common heritage, and proud ofa 
union which is linked together by our common 
brotherhood—by our common heritage of treedom. 

Self government isthe basis of our freedom,and J, 
for one, am entirely and wholly for the freedom of

the grandest thirg on this earth is freedom; and we 
alone on this planet know something of the true 
meaning of that word, though our experiment in 
self government has lasted but little over a hundred 
years. But as it is ,we are still an example to the 
rest of the civilized world, whose people are groan- 
ing under heavy taxes. and who are always dom:- 
nated by immense standing armies.

GOVERNOR GORDON. 

Governor Gordon wasthe next speaker, and 
Was received with atremendous outburst of 
applause. The governor said: 

My fellow countrymen, and my fair country 
women: The eloquent governor of New York 
suggests a message from this vast assemblage to his 
people. I propose in your behalf to give him one, 
but it was a habit of the wise old kings of France 
before they took any important steps to first consult 
their queens, and s0,following the example of those 
French kings, I propose to consult 
not one, but twenty thousand Georgia 
queens, and in their half I bid you 
welcome, and send by you a message to New York 
and to New England of amity and good will. 
{Cheers.] I heartily concur and believe in the 
doctrine which has been so eloquently explained 
to you; and now, my fellow citizens, I desire to in- 
troduce to you a sterling and sturdy democrat, the 
Hon. Koswell P. Flower, of New York. 

HON. ROSWELL P. FLOWER. 

Hon. Roswell! P. Flower was next introduced 
and was greeted with applause. 

Mr. Flower said: 

Citizens of Georgia: Romulus, when he founded 
the Roman empire, taught the soldiersto fight in 
battle, and in times of peace to till the ground 
The Lacedemonians taught their soldiers only to 
war; their women and children were educated in 
schools of war; their prizes were given for great 
featsin battle. But their helots, or slaves, tilled 
the ground, Both of those civilizations have per- 
ished trom offthe earth. In the early bistory of this 
country a similar parallel ‘may be drawn between 
the south and the north. Those civiiizations, like- 
wise, have both perished, and a new northand a 
new south, aye, a new vation has arisen upon their 
ruins. Fellow citizens, there is room for only one 
flag upon thiscontinent—and that is the stars and 
stripes. Our people differed in reconstruction 
times; but when there was such a great number of 
misied men, who fought for their homes and al! 
they held dear, ready to lay down their arms and 
come back into the union and resume their citizen- 
ship, some of us thought that a policy like that of 
Agesilius,a king of Sparta,toward his favorite troops, 
would bave been betterthan thesystem that has 
rankled and festered from that time tothis. You 
will remember, when his famous regiments were 
panic-stricken and left the battlefield dishonored 
and disheartened, the laws of Sparta 
would have required rags of various colors to be 
pinned upon them, and they should be held under 
suspicion and disgrace; but there were too many of 
these regiments—brave men in previous battle to 
disgrace in that manner; and when they came be- 
fore Agesilius in judgmeut—and the laws of Sparta, 
as you will remember, were never reversible—he 
said: ‘*The law shall sleep for this day!’ Would 
it not have been better, in view of ali that has hap- 
pened during the past twenty-five years, if our 
rulers had paid to the people 
of the south, as Agesilius said to the Spar- 
tans: ‘‘Lay down your arms; resume your citizen - 
ship; swearj allegiance to the government; wel- 
come back totbe union. ‘The law shall sleep for 
this day!’’’ The Spartan soldiers of the south laid 
down their arms when they were defeated; they 
went tothe mines, the plow, the locm, the anvi 
and the forge. On the hilltops of the 
mountains in Alabama aud northern 
Georgia, through Tennessee and Virginia and 
North Carolina, you could find them springing from 
behind the ledges and the bills, like the men of 
Roderick Dhieu. They tilled the soi], they worked 
the mines, they created userul indu-tries, and after 
twenty-five years we are proud to greet them as 
American citizens. They have learned to labor 
for themselves, and I am thankful that the people 
of the south, especially the young men of the 
sotith, in all this great development that we see 
throughout the length and breadth ofit, have made 
their fortunes on the increase with which their 
hands have been rewarded for theirtoil When lI 
look through the agricultural department of this 
exposition, Iam amazed. When I look upon your 
mechanical ingenuity and your advances in all the 
various industries calculated to make a people 
happy, prosperous and independent, I am as- 
tounded, pleased beyond conception that men un-~ 
used to toil have created such a new and 
prosperous south, and I bid you, gentle- 
men, to be of gocd cheer. Remember that ours 
is asparcely settled country. Why, gentlemen, I 
am told that you have nearly 200,000 square miles of 
this Piedmont region. Isawin Italy a few years 
ago on the plains of Lombardy, a tract of 10,000 
square miles around Milan, that supported 3,500,000 
people. They had no better soil nor climate than 
you have, and their government was not compar- 
able to ours in the least. But on that soil those 
three million anda half of people seemed to be 
prosperous and happy. You have not 
three million of people today in this whole 200,000 
square miles. I bid you look forward to the time 
when you will be as thickly populated as the plains 
of Lombardy. See what the result will be on your 
real estate, in the cities and landed property of the 
farm. Look forward to the time with confidence, 
and you will be surprised that you repined even on 
the quarter stretch of the new century. I have read 
with pleasure and profit THe ATLANTA CoNsTITU 
TION, a paper published in your city, to which great 
credit is due, 

Iam acquainted with both ofits editors, and to 
my certain knowledge there is no higher toned pa- 
per published in America, not one, I believe, that 
takes so much pains to educate the farmerto raise 
the best chickens, the best pork, the best horses, the 
best cattle, the best corn and vegetables, and even 
offers premiums at that toincite them in their new 
vocation of tilling the ground; and no other paper, 
to my knowledge, when it issues its weekly, is so 
sure to have tome thought to benefit the agricultur- 
al people of the south. 

While you have been vieing with your neighbors 
to beat them in the various prizes at this ex posi- 
tien, we want you in 1892 to be prepared to come to 
a wider field with your productions and your man - 
ufactures and exhibit them in competition with 
the whole union. Weinvite you toacity that has 
never been governed by hate or fanaticism towards 
you. I know, gentlemen, that the people of Geor- 
gia, and of the whole south, and of the whole union 
will respond to that sentiment.

DEATH CLAIMED HIM. 


A South Carolina Murderer Saves the Costs 
of Courts. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., October 16.—[Special. ]— 
Death today ends one of the most interesting 
murder cases, outside of the McDow trial for 
the murder of F. W. Dawson, that has ever 
been preserted to the courts in this state. It 
is said by some that Providence, having lost 
confidence in the average South Carolina jury, 
intervened. John Lyon, of Abbeville county, 
who brutally slew D. F. Mabry in May last, 
died in jail, The court which was to try him 
was in session, but his lawyer has already ob- 
tained acontinuance of the case. Had he 
lived it is very probable that he 
would have escaped, as most murderers 
do inthis state. The crime occurred in May 
last. The murderer is a native of the state 
and was about sixty two yearn old. Like a 
good many murderers inthis state, he is re- 
spectably connected. His victim was a na- 
tive Carolian‘an and respectably connected. He 
was only twenty-six years old. The murderer 
wasthe step-father of the wife of his victim. 
The story of the tragedy is brief. On the morning 
of the murder Mabry had to pass Lyon’s place 
of business. When nearly in tront of the 
town academy -Lyon emerged from the build- 
ing, or arose from near it, advanced a few 
steps toward Mabry’s’ route, cocked 
his gun and _ covering Mabry with 
it, asked him if he wanted 
to fight. Mabry said nothing. Lyon drew his 
gundown onhim. Mabry said he was a d—d 
coward if he shot. Lyon shot, Mabry struggled 
and fell, asking Lyon not to shoot again, as he 
was dead. Lyon shot him again and, holding 
his gun down, passed near the dying man and 
entered a residence. Later he went to the wife 
ofthe dying man to break the news of her 
husband’s death toher. Both sides were repre- 
sented by able counsel, and a long legal fight 
was anticipated. The interposition of Provi- 
dence has probably saved several thousand 
dollars to the county of Abbeville. The mys- 
tery of the motive of the crime will probably 
never be revealed. Numberless newspaper re- 
porters have tried to ferret it out, but without 
success.

MEETING OF THE MARITIME CON- 


GRESS YESTERDAY, 


DELEGATES FROM.ALL THE NATIONS 


They Are Introduced to Mr. Blaine, Who 
After Addressing Them, Leads Them 
to the White House, 


Wasuincron, October 16.—The diplom tc 
reception room of the state department pre- 
sented a scene of unusual brilliancy this morn- 
ing when Secretary Blaine received the dele- 
gates to the international marine congress. 
The hour fixed for the ceremony was 11 
o’clock, and previous to that time the dele- 
gates had gathered in an ante room and ex- 
changed courtesies and greetings. The mem- 
bers are a noble looking set of men, and ar- 
rayed in the naval gold lace of every promi- 


nent maritime nation of the world, made a. 


striking appearance. Exceptions to the glit 
ter of the uniforms and decorations were the 
delegates from China and South America, the 
former in their distinctive’national dress and 
the latter in regulation dress suits. The dele- 
gates were accompanied by the ministers of 
their respective countries. . 
MEETING SECRETARY BLAINE. 

At five minutes after 11 o’clock they were 
ushered into the diplomatic parlor by Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Adeen, in the order of 
precedence of their ministers. The Ameri- 
can delegates were headed by the murtial 
figure of Admiral Franklin, who needed no 
intermediary to bring them tothe notice of 
the secretary of state. The reception, par- 
taking of adiplomatic nature, was conducted 
in accordance with the etiquette of such oc- 
casions, the doors being scrupulously gnarded 
by messengers,and the proceedings held in the 
strictist seclusion. 

When Mr. Blaine entered the perier. ac 
companied by Solicitor Walker Blaine, the 
members of the various delegations were pre - 
sented to him by their respective ministers 
and he cordially received each one with a 
warm grasp of the hand and an appropriate 
word. To the delegates formally Mr, Blaine 
said : 

Gentlemen: It is a cause of extreme gratifica- 
tion to the government of the United States that its 
invitation to the maritine powers of the world has 
been met wtth so general a response. Representa- 
tives from Asia, from Europe, from North and 
South America and from the isles of the sea will 
compose the conference. On behalf of the United 
States, | welcome you all, gentlemen, to the hon- 
orablo, scientific, philanthropic duties which lie 
before you. The already great and .rapidly in- 
creasing intercourse between continent and conti» 
nent, between nation and nation, demands every 
prptection against the daugers of sea, and every 
ry for the safety of human life shall be pro- 
vided. 

The spoken languages ot the world will continue 
to be many, but necessity commands that the un- 
spoken languages of the sea shall be one; that 
language must be as universal as the needs of man 
for commerce and intercourse with his fellow- men. 
The deep interest which the maritime nations have 
taken in the questions at issue is shown by the emi- 
nent character and wide experience of the. dele- 
ane to whom they have committed this important 
work, 

Again, gentlemen, I welcome you, and after your 
parliamentary organization is completed, it will be 
my pieasure to present you in person to the presi- 
dent of the United States. 

At the conclusion of Secretary Blaine’s brief 
address, on motion of one of the delegates from 
Great Britain, Admiral Franklin was chosen 
president of the conference, and the conference 
adjourned to 11 o’cloek tomorrow morning. 
This concluded the proceedings in the state de- 
partment, not more than twenty minutes 
having been occupied. 

With Secretary Blaine and Sir Julian 
Paunceforte, British minister, at their head, 
the delegates then started for the white house. 
As they emerged from the state department 
building they were grouped on the southeast 
entrance and photographed in a body. 

PRESENTED TO THE PRESIDENT. 

When the delegates reached the white house 
they were shown into the east room, and the 
house was closed toeverybody else. Secretary 
Blaine informed the president of the arrival, 
and they at once repaired tothe east room. 
Secretary Blaine presented Rear Admiral 
Franklin, president of the congress, and he in 
turn introduced other American ‘delegates. 
The foreign delegates were the next presented. 
Mr. Blaine first presented to the president the 
minister of each country represented, and he 
in turn members of the delegation. When 
these formal introductions had ended, the 
president spoke a few informal words of wel- 
come, expressing his gratification that the 
conference has assembled under such pleasant 
auspices. He expressed his deep 
personal interest in the _ results which 
might be anticipated and the good attained by 
the conference, and hoped that the passage of 
the seas might be made as safe as it had been 
made rapid. The president in conclusion said 
that the object for which the conference had 
been assembled was one which would attract 
universal interest throughout the world, and 
its attainment would be warmly welcomed by 
all the nations,

A BATTLE WITH INDIANS. 


How the Famous Bowle Brothers Whipped 
a Hundred Savages. | 

San AntTONIO, Texas, October 12.—Colonel 
John 8. More,of New Orleans, grand nephew 
of the celebrated Jim Bowie, the inventor of 
the Knife which bears his name, and one of the 
Alamo heroes, contributes the following to the 
archives of the Alamo Monument Associa~ 
tion: 

‘In 1831 a’small party of adventurous spirits, 
eleven in number, consisting of Rezin P. and 
James Bowie, their two servant boys, Messrs. 
Buchanan, Macaslin, Stern, Cephas Hamm 
and three other persons, left San Antonio to 
visit the old San Saba silver mines. On the 
motniug of the third day of their journey 
they were visited by an Indian, who claimed 
to be a messenger from Chief Isaonia, and 
whose medal he exhibited as his credentials, 
bearing them a warning from Isaonia that 
about 100 unfriendly savages were on their 
trail. Rezin Bowie, whospoke many Indian 
dialects, conferred with the messenger in his 
tongue, after which he adviscd his party to se- 
lect a favorable spot and entrench themselves. 
A position was chosen near a hill, where the 
ground was covered with a few trees and some 
thick underbrush, amidst which a spring 
gushed from the earth. 

‘Working all night,the travelers finally com- 
pleted a breastwork of sods around the thicket. 
They placed the servants, horses and pack 
mules in a covered situation at the spring, and 
and rested awhile to await events. About six 
in the morning, when the sun lit up the hill 
in front of them, it revealed its summit cov- 
ered with Indians, who hoisted a white flag. 
After a consultation Rezin Bowie and— 
Buchanan passed outside the trench works to

How d’ye do?’ and fired on them at the same 
timo. Several bullets passed through Bowie’s 
buckskin menting blouse, leaving him un- 
scratched.

As Buchanan fell, Bowie caught him by the 
arm, and, lifting him by the shoulder, started 
to carry him back to shelter. Eight Indians

‘Those engaged in the fight said that the con- 
trast in the manner of the two Bowies was 
most striking. James passed from one point 
to another giving orders, looking and firing. 
At the same time Rezin maintained an un- 
broken silence, raised his g with coolness 
and deliberation, bringing down a rekskin at 
each shot. 

“During the mght the Indians passed the 
time mourning their dead, and with the com- 
ing of day vanished as quietly as they had au- 

eared. The whites now made preparations 
or returning to San Antonio. Poor Mascalin 
was buried and rocks piled over his grave to 
secure it from depredations of wolves. The 
= trouble was what to do with Buchanan. 
ezin Bowie, ever prolific with oe eg 
made a strong decoction of oak bark by boil- 
ing the bark in water, This he thickened with 
corn meal and spreading it on a cloth and 
sprinkling it thickly with gun powder, he 
formed a poultice, which he wrapped about 
Buchanan’s leg. Around this he tig tly sewed 
a covering of buckskin, and packing the pa- 
tient on his horse, off the party started. 

“After several days’ travel Bowie examined 
Buchanan’s leg, and finding it in a fair way to 
recovery, renewed the same dressing, and un- 
der this rough and singular treatment the limb 
recovered entirely. This party of men never 
made another attempt to reach, the San Saba

FIFTY PASSENGERS INJURED. 


A Terrible Accident on the Burlington and 
Missouri Railroad. 

Omana, Neb., October 16.—A terrible wreck 
occurred on the Burlington and Missouri road, 
at Gibson, a few miles from Omaha at 6:45 
last evening. About fifty passengers were in- 
jured. Twoengines were completely demol- 
ished and achair car and combination car 
were thrown from the tracks and reduced to 
atoms. The combination coach and chair car 
were both crowded with passengers, all of 
whom were more or less injured, while Peter 
Rouland, proprietor of the Fremont . house, 
Sixteenth and Burt streets, was injured so 
that he died shortly after being taken to the 
hospital. The chair car after being overturned 
caught fire, and many of the passengers 
were badly burned in addition to their other 
injuries, but those who escaped comparatively 
safe, aided in the work of relieving their pain.

TWO VOTES EXPLAINED. 
Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, having been 
granted permission to explain his vote, said: 
“Myr, Speaker: A second time since I entered 
the general assembly eight years ago, I rise to 
explain my vote. I shall adhere to the rule 
and not attempt to make a speech. A few 
days ago I explained a vote then cast. My 
object on that occasion was to direct attention 
to the objectionable features in a pend- 
ing ameudment. Today I _ wish to 
say why I cannot conscientiously vote 
for the pending measure. I have carefully 
studied this substitute, but I have not been 
abie to overlook certain obnoxious features 
which characterize it. The first clause of sec- 
tion second is retroactive and therefore un- 
constitutional. The same section proposes 
that any citizen, otuer than astockholder, 
may file a proceeding to set aside any contract 
violative of this contemplated act. This is a 
high-handed and dangerous departure and 
would doubtless lead to disastrous results. 

“Again, section second proposes to confer ex- 
traordinary powers on the attorney general, in 
this, that should suit be brought under this 
substitute, the officer named ?is authorized to 
direct in which court the same shall be filled 
for trial. 

“Why, sir, a judge of the superior court, a 
supposed impartial person, has nosuch author- 
ity. Ifajudge be trying acriminal case, he 
must exhaust the entire venire of the county 
and satisfy himself absolutely that it is im- 
Possible to secure a competent jury before he 
an order a change of zvenue. 

* Again, section five of this substitute consti 
tutes the president, directors, general manager 
et al. of an offending corporation receivers of 
the court, upon the filing a decree or judgment 
in the matter of dividends out of which the court 
may seck to make the fine imposed on the 
Corporation. - 

Taken in its entirety, the pending bill is a 
‘menace to the property of our citizens. It is 
harsh in its provisions and withal incongruous. 
Viewing this bill as I do, I would be false to 
my constituency, false to the alliance and false 
to my duty as a representative were I to vote 
for it. I accord to my friends on the other side 
the honesty of purpose I claim for myself. 

“Mr. Speaker, I recognize the fact that the 
people, or a large number of them, want some 

egislation on this subject. But nether the 
farmers nor the alliance want to 
tear down and destroy. They do not 
wish to threaten. Their thought is to encour- 
age public enterprise, while protecting them- 
Selves against monopoly. This can be effec- 
tually done withsut the extreme legislation 
Outlined in this substitute. I have been 
ready—I am now ready—to vote fora reasona- 
ble bill, which, while fully carrying inta effect 
the provisions of the constitution, will not be 
® menace to public enterprise. Such a bill 
Would meet the views of reasonable men 
eqerywhere without regard to their avocations. 
ZT expect to introduce a bill of shat kind.

i bis bill,” said ho, “is not easure. 
ee | There is just such a law in. laine ae it | 
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applies to more classes of labor, There 1s no 
parallel between labor in these factories and 
farm labor. It ie not the labor that kills, but 
the confinement. In my county there are four 
factories. The manat the head of two of 
them is earnestly in favor of this bill. I am 
proud that this mar, with the heart and the 
courage to protect his employes, lives in my 
county. This is no precedent that can inter- 
fere with farm labor.” 

SNELSON, OF MERIWETHER, } 
opposed the bill, He claimed that it took away 
the rights both of the employer and employe, 
and was opening a field of legislation that was 
uncertain and dangerous, 

MR. FRAZER, OF OCONER, 
spoke for the bill. He pointed out that with 
the improved machinery of today the laborer 
could do as much in ten hours now as he could 
in thirteen hours ten years ago, and yet his 
wages had not been increased. This was to 
auswer the cry of ‘‘bankruptcy’’ raised by the 
manulacturer. 

MR. HARDEMAN OF BIBB 
favored the bill. 

**Factory labor,” he said, ‘‘is dangerous to 
the health of the laborer. His face and his 
physical condition show that.’’ 

Mr. Hardeman read from a letter by Mr. 
J. F. Hanson, one of the largest mill owners 
in Bibb county: ‘Iam surprised at the seem- 
ing unanimity with which the mill managers 
of the state oppose this law. Most of them 
are personally known to me, and their high 
character is sufficient evidence of their sin- 
cerity, and the correctness of their motives. 
Some years agowe commenced reducing time, 
and continued until we reached our present 
basis of ten hours and fifty minutes. 
all the time the labor remains in our mills, 
including time for washing up or other pur- 
poses, which Mr. Hill, of the Eagle and Phenix, 
erroneously deducts from working time. We 
rre getting better production in ten hours and 
fifty minutes than when we run twelve hours, 
and I am satisfied that we can gradually re- 
duce time to ten hours without redacing ro- 
duction orincreasingitscost * * he 
machinery is not kept going in the south as in 
New England, or else it would produce as 
much here as there. Our mill men overlook 
two important points at which they would 
gain under a ten hours system. If the life of 
a machine is twenty years under aten hour 
system, itcan be but eighteen under an eleven 
hour system. If this is true, ten per cent of 
the wear and tear must be taken trom the gain 
in labor. Furthermore, the consumption of fuel 
or loss of water, where power is an item of 
cost, is ten per cent more under the eleven 
hour system. It must be borne in mind, also, 
that the cost of machinery more than equals a 
year’s wages, and hence the saving on ma- 
chinery represents a gain which exceeds the 
loss on labor, if the ten hour system should 
result in loss on labor account, which is doubt- 
ful. * * * The most important step, and 
the one that should for this reason be taken 
first, is in reforming our working hours. Un- 
til we do this, the labor in our mills must pay 
in sweat and blood the price of our boasted de- 
velopment in this direction.”’ 

MR. DODGEN, OF MILTON, 
favored the bill. 

“Tam probably the only man in the house,”’ 
said he, ‘‘that ever worked in a cotton or woolen 
factory.”’ 

Mr. Dodgen then described the work in the 
mills. 

‘‘Go with me to this factory out here,’’ said 
he, “and this evening about half past 5 or 6 
o’clock, and you’ll see the lamps lighted, and 
the helpless women and children at work there 
until about 7 o’clock. Tomorrow, before it is 
light enough for the farm laborer to see, those 
same women and children will be working 
again by lamp light. They work *hirteen 
hours a day. Besides that, cotton can’t be 
worked in a current of air, and the confine- 
ment is close. Humanity calls for this re- 
lief.”’ 

MR. SMITH, OF GWINNETT, 
favored the bill in a strong speech. 

In answer to Judge Harrell’s assertion that 
— legislation was dangerous, Mr. Smith 
said: 

“That isfar fromtrue. Strikes are caused 
by the extortions of accumulated capital. 
Strikes in mills are caused by the heartlessness 
of mill owners, and the oppression of the opera- 
tives. This bill is in the interest of the opera- 
tives—the posstble strikers—and itis just as 
truly, I believe, in the interest of the mill 
owner. How cansuch a law produce strikes ?’’ 

MBE. FLEMING, OF RICHMOND, 
made a strong speech for the bill. He referred 
to the fact that hoursin other kinds of labor 
had been reduced by the organization of the 
workmen themselves. 

‘‘But factory laborers,’’ said he “inclnde 
children and women—in fact, a majority of 
them are women and children—who are un- 
able to combine and enforce their own rights. 
They are compelled tocometo the law for 
relief. Thereisno weight in the objection 
that the law is an unnecessary interference 
with private rights. Only a few days ago the 
house passed a bill requiring employers of fe- 
males to provide seats for them.”’’ 

Mr. Fleming then quoted a forcible and 
logical letter from ‘‘one of the directors and 
the largest stockholder in the largest mil] in 


Richmond county,” favoring the bill. 


MR. TIGNER, OF MUSCOGER, 
supported the bill in a conservative, practical 
and eloquent speech. 

“The objection has been raised,’’ said he, 
“that this is a precedent for interfering with 
farm labor. There is absolutely nothing in it. 
Farm labor is outdoor exercise, healthful and 
health-giving. There is no sort of labor, on 
the other hand, so injurious to health as fac- 
tory labor. They workin Columbus thirteen 
hours a day. You see the women go by pale 
and haggard, slovenly, exhausted by their 
day’s work, going home to a crust of cold 
bread. They have no opportunity to receive 
mental or moralinstruction. Life isa drudgery 
a way inthe dark. Today the skilled labor in 
our mills is imported from the north and from 
England. Why? Because the laborer here 
is worn by thirteen hours’ work; because he 
has no recreation; because he has no school 
hours—no time for commnnication with the 
outside world. He might work a life time and 
learn nothing—work until heis grayheaded, 
and stiJl be a ‘common laborer.’ ”’ 

This speech was Warinly applauded. 

MR. SAM JONES, OF CHATTOOGA, 
the author of the bill, made a strong argument 
for his measure. 

‘‘The factories in my county ran twelve or 
thirteen hours,” said he. ‘‘That’s too much. 
When you dwarf the physical man you dwarf 
the mental man. The human nature goes out 
of them with the bone and muscle, and they 
become machines.”’ 

The speaker closed his talk with an eloquent 
appeal for the bill. 

MR. HARDEMAN, OF BIBB, 
made the closing argument for the bill. 

“This measure,’ said he, “has been peti- 
tioned for by thousands of laborers—and yet 
those thousands have not one single represen- 
tative in this house, They area people with- 
ye representation—the women and the chil- 

ren. 

‘“T want to remind you that every member 
who has spoken on the bill, representing a fac- 
tory county, favors the bill. Every mill owner 
quoted on tho floor this morning has favored 
the bill. 

‘The legislature calls itself ‘hard worked,’ 
but we haven’t worked more than eight hours 
any day this session.’’ 

Mr. Hardeman then demolished Judge Har- 
rell’s argument that the legislature was ‘‘dan 
gerous,’’ and closed with a strong appeal for 
the bill. 


M’IVER, OF LIBERTY, 


the colored representative, made himself one 
of the most popular members of the house yes- 
terday by a sensible, if not very rhetorical, 
speech favoring the bill. 

“If you want to do right,” said he, “‘give the 
factory children an education and teach them 
something about religion. This old darkey 
Mr. Speaker, (referring to himself), never had 
any education, but he can use his muscles and 
enjoy life. Those children not only have no 
education, but they are not healthy. First, 
give them health and then give them an edu- 
cation.’’ 

Mclver was somnly Spepates. 

The vote was 95 to 38 in favor of the bill.

He has been 
nearly all his life a plain factory hand, and 
his simple statement of facts had much to do 
with the subsequent action of the committee. 
Yesterday he quit work for an hour or so to 
hear the discussion and see the vote. Then, 
with a light heart and a happy look 
on his face, he went baek to work.

Part I.—The errors of both officers and men 
i fe} Song > nee that the judges find it imprac- 
ticable to specify them, but they are only such as 
can be easily rehyedied by amore thorough study 
of the tactics, and participation in future contests 

The judges wish to state that the delay of the 
drill of the Gate City Guard was due to a mistake of 
one of the’judges, sending the wrong programme to 
Captaim Hall. When the error was discovered, on 
the completion of the inspection, it had to be recti- 
fied, and as the captains Were allowed to have their 
programmes forty Minuté before the drill of their 
companies, it necessitated the change in the order 
of the drill of the Gate City Guard and the Phcenix 
Light ne. 

hile the judges have deemed it proper to criti- 
cize the companies very freely forerrors made, 
believing that it will be profitable to the companies, 
it is not intended that these criticisms should con- 
vey the idea that the drill was not a goodone, On 
the contrary, it was a most excellent One, and they 
desire to compliment the companies on their pro- 
ficiency and soldierly appearance. 

Remarks of Judges on State Contest. 

Individual errors were so numerous that it is 
not practicable to enumerate them. 

It is very evident that sufficient attention is not 
paid to the ‘‘school of the soldier,’’ as shown by the 
unsoldierly bearing of some of the officers and a max 
jority of themen. Arms and /accoutrements not 
properly cared for. A more careful study of the tac- 
tics will conduce to greater accuracy in the position 
of the pieees in the manual of arms, Generally the 
pieces were too low at ‘‘right shoulder;’’ points or 
bayonets too high at ‘charge bayonets;’’ butts of 
pieces carelessly placed at ‘‘fix’’ and ‘“‘unfix bayo- 
nets; small of stock too low at “ready;’’ right 
thumbs notalong stock at ‘‘aim;’’ left hand not pro- 
longation of forearm at ‘‘support.’’ Feet not at 
right angler, and not separated by the prescribed 
three inches, in those movements requiring them 
to be placed ata first position of about face. A 
number of movements were badly executed, due 
eithér to the inattention or insufficient instruction 
of the men, or to the inefficiency of the officers. 

The positions of officers and guides, and dis- 
tances prescribed in tacttcs should be more accu- 
rately observed. Cadence invariably too slow and 
step too short, both in quick and double time, 

In the above criticisms it has been the almof the 
judges to, in ageneral way. call attention to thosé 
defects most vital; atthe sametime they wish to 
commend the zeal, earnestness and other points of 
excellence displayed by these companies, which, 
with more experienoe and practice, will make of 
them formidable competitors.

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Rr, Without Shame. 

In th d days plagiarism was considered 
an infamous effense, and when a writer was 
shown to be a deliberate pilferer—a literary 
sneak-thief—he was held up as an object of 
public scorn. 

But we live in a different age. The 
brassy tricksters who are trying to push 
their way tOthe front in literature, as in 
other ficlds of human endeavor, do not seem 
to know the difference between fame and 
notoriety, and if they know it they care 
nothing about it. 

Quite recently charges of plagiarism have 
been made against some of our brightest 
and most original novelists, They had no 
foundation in fact, but they caused a sensa- 
tion, and certain small writers straightway 
began to be envious. If they could not at- 
tract attention in anyother way, why not 
pose as plagiarists? Itis hard to believe, 
but one woman, whose silly and erotic stuff 
is published by a New York firm, is said 
to have paid a newspaper regular advertising 
rates for an article charging her with appro- 
priating without credit numerous sentences 
and paragraphs from some of the best known 
books of the day. 

The notoriety of disgrace is a queer thing 
to covet, but this female scribbler is satis- 
fied with it. To be talked about, stared at, 
and abused will make her books sell. This 
is her view of it. | 

Itis a fearful price to pay, and the de- 
luded young woman who is paying the news- 
papers to proclaim her a literary thief will 
suffer for her folly. Making shirts at fifteen 
cents a dozen would be more profitable and 
honorable in the long run than such a des- 
perate leap in the dark. 


In the Heat of Passion. 

“‘T hope I killed him!’’ 

The speaker was a slender girl of nine- 
teen. She bad just been arrested by a New 
York policeman for stabbing her husband. 

During a year’s married life the prisoner’s 
husband had beaten, kicked and degraded 
her. She fied to her mother’s house fur 
protection. Her master followed, and struck 
her a terrible blow in the mouth. 

Then she stabbed him, and, exulting in 
her new freedom, exclaimed: ‘‘I hope I 
killed him!”’ 

The reader of our news columns will al- 
most every day read accounts of horrible 
tragedies in which the survivors express 
their satisfaction with the results. The law 
has no terrors for a man whose blood is on 
fire. The certuinty of punishment will not 
check him. At the supreme moment—in 
the tempest of his passion—he cares nothing 
for the consequences. 

The law cannot control hot blood. The 
only human power that can do it is that 
sober public opinion which is the outcome 
of a Christian and sensiile system of family 
government. The lesson of self-control, 
instilled into children by precept and ex- 
ample, with the liberal use of the rod when 
necessary, will keep society tolerably 
straight. The child who, from infancy, has 
been taught to control his passions, will 
generally keep the peace ‘and discourage 
lawless violence in others. 

The proper training of children in every 
home would give us an ideal society under 
the reign of law and order. The courts can 
punish crime, but they eannot prevent it. 
The firmuess and self-restraint necessary to 
keep men out of temptation and lawlessness 
must be acquired at the family fireside. 


Stanley After Boodle. 

The admirers of Explorer Stanley are 
beginning to lése confidence in him. 

Heretofore Stanley has been considered 
an honest enthusiast whose mission was to 
open the way to civilization in Africa by 
suppressing the slave traffic, and bringing 
to light the résources of the dark continent. 

Perhaps it istime torevise this judgment. 
Thomas Stevens and others, who have been 
searching for the explorer, have returned to 
Zanzibar without fnding any trace of their 
man. Trustworthy information received 
by them from Arab traders leads them to 
believe that the adventurer is scooping in 
for himself all the ivory boodle that he can 
lay his hands on in central Africa, It is 
the impression in well-informed quarters 
that when he reaches the coast he will have 
dvory enough to make him a very rich man. 

No one need be surprised if this tusne out

disposition te keep his pledges. He fought 
under both flags in our civil war, and was all 
the time a mere soldier of fortune, ready to 
sell his sword to the highest bidder. It is 
nothing to him whether the Africans remain 
slaves or secure their freedom. His prom- 
ises to his patrons will be broken whenever 
there is anything to be made by playing 
false. 

Of course, it is likely that when the wan- 
derer returns he will give a lot of valuable 
geographical information to the world, but 
the main thing that he went after—the 
boodle—will remain in his firm grip. 


The Perils of Progress. 

Since Mr. Edison has declared that no in- 
sulation will make an electric wire safe, 
people have been ina flurry of excitement 
over the matter. In New ¥ork the recent 
horrible death ofalineman who came in con- 
tact with a defectively insulated wire caused 
a thrill of nervous terror to. run through 
the entire metropolis, and thousands of peo- 
ple would now be willing to see the whole 
system of electric lights and street cars 
wiped out. 

It goes without saying that this spasm of 
apprehension is only temporary. Progress 
has its perils, but we must have progress all 
the same. Electricity is a wonderful labor 
saving factor. It adds materially to onr 
comfort, and if it sometimes destroys life 
and property we are not likely to abandon 
it on that account. Steam boilers occasion- 
ally burst and kill people, but nobody pro- 


poses to give up steam asa motive power. 


-Every effort is made to insure reasonable 


safety, and that is all that can be expected. 
The dangers lurking in electric wires will 
be guarded against, and human ingenuity 
will exert itself to discover a safe method of 
insulation, but we are not going to give up 
our electrical improvements simply be- 
cause they kill a few people every year. 
Fatal accidents on the railroads have nat 
resulted in a general movement to prohibit 
their operation. We tolerate their draw- 
backs because they have become necessities, 
and forthe same reason it is safe to say 
that the ejectric light wires have come to 
stay. 

This agitation, however, will do good. It 
will make the electric companies and the 
people more careful. This i itself will be 
& positive gain.

“I Am the King.” 
From the Augusta Chronicle. 


The legislature seems to be afraid to trust a 
joint comuuittee of its own members to hold any 
confereuce whatever, or to hear argument trom the 
lessees, or those who may be employed as attorneys 
to represent them. 

Whether so intended or not, th‘'s isa reflection by 
the legislature, cither upon the good sense or the 
integrity of its own membership. 

The ebjection to a conference with the lessees, or 

heirrepresentatives, as stated by prominent mem- 

bers, is that any consideration by the legislature of 
the claim for betterments, even so far as to appoint 
a committee to hear thelr gause, would, in some 
mysterious and unexplainable way, be a recogni- 
tion af the claim. 

This timidity,in the presence of an important 
public question that will not down, and which must 
be settied, is, to say the least, unworthy of the intel 
ligence, virtue and courage of the Georgia legisla- 
ture. 

The intelligent public sentiment of the state. how- 
ever it maybe affected as tothe legality of the 
claim, does not hesitate tocondemn the faltering 
and bungling manner of the legislaiure. The les- 
sees have plainly put the lersislature in a corner 
from which it is afraid to emerge and hear the pe- 
tition and the argument of its own citizens, who 
believe that they have a just claim againgt the state. 

Falling back upon the prerogatives of royalty, the 
legislature says, in effect: “Georgia is the king. 
Georgia can do no wrong. You cannot sue the 
king. You cannot sue the state,’’ 

This is,io effect, what the legislature has to say to 
the lessees of tne Western and Atlantic railroad, 
Georgia is a sovereign state. She cannot be sued, 
and we do not propose that your claim shall have 
any recognition or consideration at our hands or in 
the courts of the state, 

It is unnecessary for us to say that the lessees and 
their claim have not been treated either with con- 
sideration or respect by the general assembly, 

As we understand, the lessees have made several 
os Reeagae to devise a tribunal to pass upon their 
ciaim. 
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members of the supreme court: 

4. They ask that the legislature wiil permit 
them to submit theirclaim to any court 11 th’s 
state, 

Tine lessees say that anyone of the tribunals 
above named will be acceptable to them, and fur- 
ther, that they will pledge themselves to accept as 
finalany decision arnved at by a committee, co:n- 
mission or court, 

If the legisiature fails to accept any of the propo- 
sitions named by the jessees it will place itself in 
the wrong and put Georgia in a more tyrannical 
attitude toward her citizens than the czar of Russia 
oceupies towards his subjects. 

Tosum up the case: The lease company will 
have paid to the state next year $6,000,000 rental 
for the State road. The company claims that it has 
a larfge Amount of extra rolling stook; that it has 
paid $150,000 in taxes to the state of Tennessee, and 
that lt has expended large sums in improving the 
read bed aud in building stde tracks, depots, etc. 

The lessees ask the legixjature to confer with them 
as to their claim. Whether the claim is valid of 
not, the lessees are eutitied to an impartial Dear 
ing. 

In declining to appoint some tribunal to pass 
uponthe claim of the lessess, the legislature will 
treat them as if they were unworthy of respect, and 
their claim unworthy of consideration. Failing to 
give them any satisfaction, the leg'slature will say, 
in effect tothem: You arealot of freebooters; you 
have already ewindled the state; we have the power 
and we intend to hold on to the property that you 
have accumulated during the rental of the State 
road. Begone. You have no rights that the legis- 
lature is bound to respect. 


‘THE BLOODY SHIRT” AND ITS ORIGIN 


A Phrase That May Have Sprung From an 
Incident in Scottish History. 
From the New York Tribune, 


A short time since my attention was attract- 
ed toan inguiry in the Louisville Courier-Journal 
as to the orlgin of the popular phrase ‘’The bloody 
shirt.”” Theanswer given tothe query ascribes it 
to the recent period of reconstruction, Contrary to 
the prevailing belief, this political weapon was 
forged and effectively used long before any differ- 
ences had arisen between certain portions of our 
union, and before, in fact, a union of states existed, 
though to whom credit shouid be given for its de- 
risive application to the republican campaign policy 
the writer is not advised. 

The iucident which gave the expression birth is 
tosome extent legendary, and is related by Sir 
Walter Scott in the preface to his novel ‘“‘Rob Roy,” 
and briefly is as follows; The Cian Mac Gregor pos- 
sessed landsand flocks which excited the cupidity 
of their less fortuneate neighbors, who, by force and 
other methods, gradnally despoiled them of their 
property and drove them trom their homes. The 
Clan, thus !mpoverished resisted the encroachments 
upon ther rights,and in the frequent collisions that 
occurred used every temporary advantage they 
gained cruelly enough. Ther conduct, which was 
perhaps not unnatural under the ¢ircumstances, 
was studiously represented at the capital as arising 
from an innate and untamable ferocity, for which 
the only remedy was extermination, 

These suegestions resu!ted in the proscription of 
the clan by act of the privy council at Sterling, and 
permission was given certain powerful chief.ain sto 
pursue the MacGregors with fire and sword, and 
all persons were prohibited from affording them 
meat, dtink or shelter. As might be expected, civ- 
ilization progressed very slowiy during this period, 
and the MacGregors, feeling all the 
severity the law and. none of its 
protection, beeame wilder and more lawless 
than ever. As the legend runs, two men of 
the Clan Mae Gregor, overtaken by night, asked 
shelter fram a dependent of the Colquhouns, and 
on being re‘used, retired to an outhouse, seized a 
wedder from the fold, and supped frugally off the 
carcass, for which they offered payment. The 
laird of Luss, hearing of this enforced hospitality, 
caused the oilenders to be apprehended and sum- 
marily executed. 

To avenge this act the Mac Gregors assembled to 
the number of several hundred, and marched to- 
ward Luss. Sir Humphrey Colquboun received 
early notice of the raid, and assenibled an army of 
superior numbers to meet them. A battle took place 
in the valley of Glenfruin (Glen of Sorrow) where, 
encouraged by the prophecy of a seer. and aided by 
a superior position ard skilful generualship, the Mac. 
Gregors were victorious, pursuing the enemy fue 
riously, and mercilessiy slaughiering,all whojwere 
unable to eseape. 

This battle and the fury of the proscmbed Cian, 
were reported to King James VI. in a manner most 
unfavorable to that unfortunate clan, and wore 
strongly to impress that impressionable monarch, 
the widows of the slain to the number of eleven 
score, dressed in mourning, riding on white 
palfreys, and each bearing her husband’s bloody 
shirtupon the point of a spear, appeared before the 
king, at Sterlins, and demanded vengeance upon 
those who had made their homes desolate. By act 
of privy council, A. D, 1613. the old acis against the 
clan were revived, and o'hers of the greatest 
severity enacted. The bloody shirt had unques- 
tionably accomplished its purpose. 
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Served Hinn Right.

At the club last night I meta friend who has 
traveled a good deal and whose talx is usually 
worth bearing, and after we had become cozy over 
our cigars in a corner he satd: 

“I saw a sister of charity in a car tonight who 
refused to sit down uniil all the other women 
were seated, which only goes to show how much 
gentility and goodness there is running through 
the woof oflife. A whole lot is represented in 
these sisters, and Il admire them immensely, but 
their submissiveness ofientimes causes them an- 
noyance which they might avoid by a little show 
of spirit. That little act tonight of apparently 
overlooking an empty seat and allowing another 
woman to take it puts me in mind of an incident 
that made agreat impression on me at the time,

‘Business took me a good deal over the Milwau- 
kee and Northern road about two years ago, and 
on one of my trips a couple of these sisters of char- 
ity goton atone of the stations.. Of course they 
attracted the usual notice with their large white 
hats, but they sat quietly down, and seemed to 
attract particular attehtion from no one buta surly, 
roughly-dressed fellow, who was under the infiu 
ence of liquor. This man seemed bent on 
annovingthem, muchio the disgustof the other 
passengers, aud especially a large, strong-looking 
man who sat just across the aisle from the sisters. 
He didu’t seem to like it a bit, and his face flushed 
once ortwice with anger that to any one buta 
drunken man would have been ominous, 

“The drunken man kept up his autics, but failed 
to get any notice from the sisters until finally he 
went and sat down in the seat facing them. Here 
he sat leeringat them witha grin ou his face that 
made the large man quake with anger. The poor 
sisters sat looking outof the winlow, vainiy en- 
deavoring to avoid noticing the man. After peer- 
ing arvund aud griuning in their faces the man 
setiled back in his seat and deliberately shot a 
mouthful of tobacco juiceou the black garment- 
that trailed out in the aisle. That was the last 
straw tothe big man. He was across the aisle like 
afiash. Heclutched the drunken brute by both 
ears, and, after shaking his head until his tongue 
wagged out, he growled: 

“*You contemptible coward! You whelp. Get 
down on your knees! Down! I say, damn you!” 

“And he aetually forcedthe man down to the 
car floor, where he jammed his whiskered facein the 
saliva aud used his sheggy head as a mop savagely. 
Then he jerked him up to bis knees, and with ‘Now 
take that, and that, aud that,’he vutted the drunken 
ruffian as hard as He could on the side of the head 
and let him go with the parting remark:

MR. BELL’S REPLY. 

Mr. W. T. Sutterfield, secretary, etc.—Dear Sir: 
Ah; “I ken’d it would be sae.” I was not at all sur- 
prised at the reception of your letter containing 
the resolution of the Forsyth cousty alliance. It 
has Been the policy of the friends of the Olive bill, 
to daliy—to procrastinate until the different alli- 
ances of the state could receive their orders, which 
are contained ina circular sent out from here by a 
few scheming politicians, and which you doubt- 
less received, and get the returns all in before 
making their fight upou the bilk Ido not sup< 
pose that there are a half-dozen 
ot the Farmers’ Alliance in the county who have 
read and considered the Olive bill in all its dif- 
ferent phases. The truth is there are at least five or 
six Olive bills now before the house, The friends 
of the measure do not scem to kuow what they 
want. There is a kind of blind craze sprung 
OF against monopolies which amounts 
almost to a panic, and a great many farmers have 
been misled by thisinsanecry. The ;oliticians are 
keepiug itup to make capital for themselves and 
are using the Olive bill for this purpose. Judge 
Lawson of Putnam, a distinguished ex-judge of 
superior courts, who was a member of the conven- 
tion which framed and adopted our present con- 
stitution, clearly demonstrated that the bill is un- 
constitutional. Hon. Wright Brady, chairman of 
the agricultural committee, and one of the leading 
alliance men ofthe state, is opposed to the bill. 
Hon. Martin V. Caivin, speaker pro tem of the 
house, also a prominent farmer, is opposed to thre 
bill, and I could mention a number of o'her far- 
mers, who have studied this question, who are op- 
psoed to this bill. I havenot time nor space to 
discuss, in this letter, the leyal 
aspects of the question, but I will 
say that when I get back to Forsyth I will publicly 
discuss the merits of this bill with any of your 
members, and [ think I can convince you that you 
have acted at least hastily in the adoption of your 
resoiution. Permit me to call your attention to onr 
or two facts of a practical nature. Our people have 
been struggling for years to obtain a railroad in our 
county. They dre willing to do ail they can to ac- 
complish this desirable object, but, you know, that 
wecannot puild a road without assistapce. We 
must have help either from some railroad corpora- 
tion or we nust get money from the norihern 
money markets. Itthis Olive bill should pass we 
can get neither, A large railroad enterprise has 
recently been inaugurated in this state, the compie- 
tion of which would bea great blessing toa large 
portion of Georgia, The president of 
that company went north to obtain the 
money to carry out his enterprise. 
He was told that he could get no money uatil this 
Olive bill was disposed of, and if it passed no more 
northern capital would be invested in southern 
railroad euterprise and development. That man, 
last winter, wasin favor of the Olive bill, and 
made a speech before the sub committee in favor of 
it. After seeing the great damage it would do our 
people he changed his views and is now just as 
strongly opposed to it. This is one insiance out 
of many that might be cited, Let me cali your at- 
tention to the legislation we have passed against 
railroads, We have passed an act taxing them in 
every county in the state through which they run. 
We have enlarved the powers of the railroad com- 
mission so thatitis impossible for them ever to 
impose upon the people. There is no necessity for 
this legislation. Now, in regard to my own action 
in the premises, I am on the ground you 
are not. I have heard the discussian upon this 
question; you have not. I have studied it; you 
have not. You did me the honor io eject me your 
representative, you repo#ed that ‘trust in me, and 
now you seek to take away my discretion in the 
matter and instruct me how to vote. You are de- 
ceived by the howl raised by certain politicians in 
Georgia who want to divert your order from its 
noble purposes, and use it to advance their own 
politicalinterest. They taik eloquentiy about be- 
ing the champions of the peoples’ rights and make 
so much noise that those whoare noton their guard 
are misied, lam sorry you bave fallen into their 
trap. Ove word more and I close, ! talked with 
two prominent and well posted menjfrom Forsyth 
this morning, one of whoni was an allianceman, 
and they said the people ot Forsyth connty were 
against the bill, fn view ofthe facts presented in 
this letter and many others which I could give, you 
must pardon me for declining to be instructed in 
this matter.

THROWING THE POLES. 


New York’s Park Commissioners Will Use 
Gas Hereafter. 


New York, October 16.—Mayor Grant said 
today that heshould continue to use every 
possible means to prevent electric light com- 
panies from operating their plants until such 
time as the wires should be absolutely safe. 
All day long workmen were busy replacing 
gas lamps and burners on posts in the public 
parks, and these squares looked a little more 
cheerful tonight. The park commissioners 
have absolute control of the parks and are not 
effected by the legal proceedings now pending. 
This afternoon they revoked the permits 
given for overhead electric lights ih their jur- 
isdiction and direct the removal of the poles 
and wires used for the transmission of high 
tension or alternating currents. Extra police- 
men will be assigned to the public parks until 
they are efficiently lighted.

tinuous currents above fifty volts and alter- 
nating currents above two hundred and fifty 
volts be forbidden until other and bester 
means for safety are provided.

At the Indian Camp. 
The scene at the Indian camp of the Wild 
W est show at 9 o’clockjyesterday morning was 
indeed picturesque. 


But perhaps more sad than picturesque. 

It was at that hour that Ho-We-Ah, the 
brave of the dead squaw Reh Winner, and the 
chief of the tribe, assisted by the other In 
dians of the oamp performed the usual cere- 
monies over the death of one of their number. 

Reh Winner's body had been removed to 
Swift's undertaking shop Tuesday night, to be 
embalmed, and the ceremonies at the camp 
yesterday morning were for the purpose of for- 
getting her. Her beads and trinkets had been 
sent with the body, and all her property re- 
maining was consigned to the flames of a 
esinp fire around which the Indians formed a 
group. 

Chief Ho-we-ah, the squaw’s mother, and 
her child had been grieving all night. Their 
sorrowful yells and cries could be heard a mile 
&aWiy, it sceming to be the Comanche belief 
that the louder the cries of the family of a 
dead Indian the greater their grief. 

Yesterday morning when the deceased 
squaw's effects were Sburned Ho-we-ah again 
gave expression to his grief, crying like a 
child. The squaw’s child cried almost fran- 
tically and the old mother squaw cut her long 
hair, distributed it all around the fire, and 
then cut her flesh in many places—another 
Indian expression of grief. 

Alter the tlames had consumed everything 
the tents of the chief and the old squaw were 
removed to a distant and secluded part of the 
grounds, and then the family moved, to re- 
main alone for three or four days, during 
Which time they wiil eat nothing, nor will 
they speak to anyone. 

The squaw’s body, which has been em- 
balmed, will be shipped by express to Fort Sill 
agency, Indian territory, this morning, where 
it will be buried. No one wi!l accompany the 
remains. It will take about four days to reach 
there,as the body will have to be hauled 
seventy-three miles in a wagon.

NEW YORK, October 16.— [Speeial.] — Henry 
Clews &Co’s circular on the cotton market today say : 
The foreign advices today were generally of a quiet 
nature and of very little consequence. In Liver- 
pool there was only a moderate inquiry for spot cot 
ton with sales of 8,000 bales at uuchanged prices. 
The market for futures opened quiet and steady at 
about 1-64 advance and ruled steady during the re- 
mainder Of the session, closing quiet at a point or a 
pointandahalf better than yesterday’s. At the 
opening our market was quiet and steady on the 
near months, while the other options were one 
point lower. With one or two exceptions these 
prices were the highest for the day. The trading 
wasatnotime active, but on the contrary, very 
limited, with the business purely iocal in character, 
few if any outside orders being received, It wasa 
traders’ market from the opening to the cfose, and 
the fluctuations were governed by the extent 
of the operations. It was hard to buy at times withb- 
out causing an advance, while the seiler, if com- 
pelled to press the offerings, generally bad to make 
concessions. This was the sort of market that pre- 
vailed all day until just before the close, when free 
liquidations by the acalpers caused a general sag- 
ging off in values all around, the closing figures be - 
ing the lowest reached forthe day. The only fea. 
ture was the trading in the October option. After 
opening steady the price was marked up 4 points on 
covering of shorts. Sellers were scarce until just 
before the close, when some notices were issued, 
which were not stopped, causing a reaction of 6 
points from the highest, the close being barely 
steady at 1043. The prospective frosts predicted 
by tbe bulls yesterday did not- materialize, and on 
that account buyers were very timid. According ot 
our private advices from the south 
the weather there could _ not be more 
favorable to the growing crops, and as 
regards to frost damage, that it is looked upon as 
nothing more than a bugaboo engineered by the 
bulls, It after ten days, frost should occur through. 
out the cotton belt, it wouid do no material damage, 
The last frost which fell in Alabama and South Car- 
olina did more benefit to the crops than anything 
that could baye happeded. This year’s cotton is so 
much better than last year, that witha crop the 
same size as last year, say 7,000,000 bales, there 
would be 300,000 bales more of actual cotton, as the 
waste is from 4 to 5 per cent less than last year, and 
there would be 300,000 bales more cotton to go 
through the looms. The receipts of cotton atthe 
ports today aggregated 40,236 bales against 37,262 
last week and and 35,000 last year, and this far this 
week 207,657 bales against 185,148 bales last week.

& Violett, in their cotton circular today, say: 
While Liverpool seems inclined to be steadier, with 
sales 10,000, spots at unchanged prices, futures firm, 
1-64c better markets on this side are easier and all 
close three points lower than last night, except on 
October, which is somewhat steadier, although 
middling is quoted down 1-l6c.

TERRIBLE ASIAN HEAT. 


The Awful Ravages Caused by the Sun in 
Asia. 
From the London Standard. 

It is stated in the official report that 702 persons 
died between the 14th and 17th ultimo, at Bokhara, 
of heat; and the figures, it is expressly added, do 
not include children. If this amazing calamity be 
notduetv any atmospheric violence, asa Bad-i- 
simoon, for example, it is probably unequaled in 
authentic records, But when we think of the agony, 
the horrible wretchedness in which the whole pop- 
ulation must have been living, it may well seem 
that those who found escape in death are not to be 
pitied. The horror of heat is unknown to us, or in- 
deed to any part of Europe, thouzh Naples and 
Athens are desperately trying sometimes. But to 
the native of Scinde, Centra! Asia, the shores of the 
Persian Gulf, the sun of Greece is buta trifle. The 
utter helplessness of man under this infliction adds 
horror to his sufferings, 

There is no hope and no resource when the red- 
hot air penetrates to those underdround chambers 
in which the summer is passed in Central Asia. 
“The inbabitants,’’ we learn, ‘are shutting them- 
selves up to escape’’—probably closing all the aper- 
tures of their subterranean abodes, except those ab- 
solutely necessary for ventilation, The air down 
below, -under such circumstances, cannot be 
imagined by one who has not a touch of experi- 
ence. Houses of good class are solidly constructed 
under ground, with chambers and doors and cor- 
ridors, but the mass of the people inhabit big holes, 
roofed over, with no kind of permanent conveni- 
ence. Every winter the frost and snow and rain 
play mischief with these rough pits,and the dam-~ 
age is not always, nor often, repaired by the follow- 
ing summer. Fancy thousands of Mongols in these 
dens, persuing their filthy habits in semi-darkness, 
suffering the awful torment of heat, children wail- 
ing, adulis raving, always in want of water and 
generally of food, in an atmosphere beyond con- 
ceiving.

Mrs, Corrah L. Clardy, Moody, Texas: AsI have 
just gotten home from an extended visit in the 
state of Georgia, I will endervor to describe some of 
the principal places we visited. My husband and 
myself left Moody, Texas, (our home) on March 
26th to travel for my health, also to visit relatives. 
We first went to Macon, Ga,, which is a beautiful 
city of 30,000 inhabitants or more. It is located in 
the southern portion of the state on the Ocmulgee 
river. We went to both cemeteries, River Side and 
Rose Hill. Rose Hillis a very old cemetery and 
very pretty. Itisin this cemetery where the Wool- 
folk family are burried. There are nine of them all 
buried close together. As you all Know, they were 
killed about two years ago by Tom Woolfolk, the 
oldest son. Itis the general opinion that he killed 
his parents, brothers and sisters, just to gct the 
property, Wealso went tothe Macon jail and saw 
Tom Woolfolk in person and talkedtohim. He igs 
about 25 years of age, medium heighth, light com- 
plexion, has a very brazen countenace. The jailer 
has to watch him carefully to keep him from break- 
ing jail. The Wesleyan Female college Is located at 
Macon. It is the oldest female College in the world 
and is quite a haudsome building. Also went to 
the park and fairground. We spent six weeks in 
Macon, so we had the opportunity of seeing a great 
deal, Next we went to Atlanta, the capital of 
Georgia, andacity of which the south should be 
proud. Atlanta is a beautiful city of about 75,000 
inhabitants; isa flourishing and prosperous city; 
there is a great many elegant buildings there. This 
isthe largest city I ever saw not situated on any 
stream; the city is furnished with water from ar- 
tesian wells. Wespenttwo weeksin Atlanta and 
saw most of the city. Oakland cemetery is the 
prettiest cemetery I ever saw in my life; it is just 
lovely.

The 
Georgia capitol is a very handsome building and 
is very handsomely furnished, but still it is not up 
with our Texas capitol. Ilike Atlanta very much 
and had a pleasant time while there. I havea great 
many relatives there; they all have beautiful homes 
and are pleasantly situated. Atlanta is a nice place 
to live. We had the pleasure of seeing THe Con- 
STITUTION but did not go in; am sorry we did not. 


We went from Atlanta to visit relativesin and 


around Cartersville and Kingston. Cartersville is 
the home of that great and good man, Saia Jones, 
the evangelist...

Mre,C. M. Pugh, Steward’s Mill. Freestone Co., 
Texas: Inthe issue of September 3d Mrs. Mary 
Lambert, Monticello, Ark., asks a recipe for sweet 
pickle, I herewith give two which are excellent. 

Sweet Cucumber Pickle.—Let the cucumbers be 
firm and nice and not very large; allow them to re- 
main in the strongest brine two weeks, or longer 
makes no difference, proyided they are fresh and 
by thorough soaking in fresh water for some days, 
changing water daily, before making. When suifii- 
ciently fresh place them in a porcelain kettle and 
pour on vinegar enough to vook, add a good size 
lump of alum and let them simmer a half or three 
quarters of an hour over asiow fire; then take them 
from the kettle and lay on a dish or jar to dratn. 
Pour off the vinegar which has been used in scald- 
ing; it may be used fo: a like purpose a second or 
even a third time, consequently is not wasted. Now 
take of fresh vinegar enough to cover pickles, 
sweeten to taste while cold. Have a thin muslin 
bag, into which put spice, cloves, ginger, cinnamon 
and crushed nutmeg, in fact, any flavor one may 
happen to like; drop this in and let boil fora few 
minutes, and while boiling hot pour on pickle, 
which you have nicely placed In the jar, allowing 
the spices to remain in the sack among the pickle. 
Cover closely; they will be ready for use in a few 
days. To those who fikes onions, a few thinly 
sliced, then scaldei with the cucumbers and scat- 
tered throughout enhances the quality of the 
pickle. 

Sweet Peach Pickle. —Take perfectly ripo, sound, 
firm peaches, pare them nicely, and stick three or 
four cloves here and there in each peach. Have 


ready some vinegar and scald the peachesten or 


fifteen minutes. Lift them out carefully with a 
spoon and drop theminajar. Take such a quan- 
tity of fresh vinegar as will cover the peaches, 
measure and allow one pound oi sugar to a quart of 
vinegar, and a teaspoonful of whole mace, Let 
sugar and vinegar dissolve and come to a boil and 
pour over the peaches while hot, Ifa good article 
of vinegar is used and these directions are strictly 
followed you will have delicious pickles, 


Mrs, M. T. Fitzer, Sulphur Rock, Ark. Please 
pardon my intrusion so soon again, but Iam dally 
receiving 80 many !etters from the sisters requests 
ing moonflower seed, that I cannot possibly reply 
personally toall, some have enclosed stamps, some 
have sent flower or vegetable feed.

A lady 
of Fairmount, Ark., wrote me, after I had sent my 
letter to your paper, that her moonflower did not 
mature any seed atalllast year, Mine did not 
come from the seed, I sent tothe Dingee & Canard 
Co., West Grove, Penn., for the plant last spring. I 
supposed mine would produce seed, as the company 
offers the seed for sale—so does D. M. Ferry & Oo., 
Detroit, Mich., by publishing this you will confer 
a great favor on me, If my husband’s sister, or 
any of her family—Mrs. M. A. Moseley, of Chat- 
tooga county, Ga., should read this, it will inform 
her that we are very anxious to hear from her, if 
she is still living.

Mrs. L. A. Haynes, Valdosta, Ga.: I noticed in 
this week’s issue of THE CONSTITUTION, one of the 
sisters asking for arecipe for canning peaches, I 
send a well tried and successful one. I canned 
thirty gallons by this recipe the present season 
with perfect success. Pare and stone the peaches; 
put them in the preserving kettle with water suffi- 
cient to cover them, Saveallthe stones. Crack a 
quarter of them, cover with water, and steep until 
the flavor is extraéted—about ten minutes is suffi- 
cient. Strain and pour into the peaches. Boil 
gently until the fruit can be taken on a fork with- 
out breaking. Have your jars ready, partly fill 
with the frnit;sbake well, then cover with the 
juice, then again and so on until the jar has been 
filled. Seal well, and you are certain of success, 
The two greatest objects to be observed in canning, 
are: First, haveiyourjars air tight. Second, the 
fruit must not be over ripe, for if it is too soft, it 
will quickly break during the process and become 
unfit forcanning. With unceasivg good wishes for
